We have now 
growing in our Nurseries more than 200,000 
plants, covering about ten acres of land. Our 
Stock is very largely made up of the Hardy 
Hybrid Perpetual, (Remontant), Moss and 
other hardy varieties suitable for growing out of 
doors in the open grond the year round. We believe 
that such Roses are what the people want— good, 
strong, vigorous plants that* may be planted in the 
garden, in the lawn, singly or in groups, affording 
abundance of glorious flowers through the earty 
Summer and Autumn months. The variety of these 
is wonderful—a constant source of delight. To these 
we call particular attention. The stock is immense. 

The more tender sorts, as Teas, Noisettes, 
etc., have their place, and their tender and delicate 
for ns and coloring and exquisite fragrance render 
them almost indispensable to those who can give 
them the care and attention they require and which 
they well repay. The stock of these is large and 
complete. 

But we would say again that our special aim is to 
grow large, vigorous plants of hardy Roses. Plants 
that when set out will live and give abundance of 
bloom year after year in spite of frost and cold.

OUR PHTRONS. 


I. THE PLANTS.— Wc send out three classes or 
grades of plants of most of the varieties described 
herein. 

First, riants from 2^-iuch pots (with leaves) usually 
(*• to 10 inches high. 

Secmid. Plauts from 4-inch pots, strong and vigor¬ 
ous. usually 10 to 18 inches high, and % 

Third. Strong, dormant plants usually 2 to 3 feet 
high with several branches. 

rhe prices of each kind are shown in the Catalogue. 

Besides the three classes of plants described above, 
we have always on hand a line lot of Tube or Standard 
Roses of most of the leading hardy varieties. These are 
grafted on single stems and stand about four to six feet 
high, and give magnificent (lowers of the 11 nest quality. 
As they cannot be successfully propagated in this 
country it is necessary to import them from France or 
Holland which makes them somewhat expensive. But 
they arc very showy and every lover of roses should 
have a few specimens. Price $2 00 each, $18 00 a dozen. 

These plants aie all the heat of their himl. The pot 
plants are not feeble and weakly, but strong and healthy, 
suitable lor producing the best results. Those of this 
description which wc transplanted into our own grounds 
last year (from the 6raall pots) made a growth during the 
season of two or three feet, and displayed a wealth of 
bloom. There were several acres of them—a sight worth 
seeing. 


Explanatory and Advice to our Patrons. 


The dormant plant* are either on their own roots or 
budded on Manetti stocks. There are a few varieties 
(and beautiful ones, too) which utterly refuse to grow on 
their own roots, or so feebly as to be of no value, and 
such are worked on the Manetti which is a very strong , 
hardy grower. To prevent “suckering” from the Manetti 
roots these plants must be set out so that the point of 
union is two or three inches below the surface of the 
ground. The greater part of our Hoses, however, con¬ 
sists of plants on their own roots, as we think that when 
grown in this way they will prove more satisfactory to 
the amateur; planter. 

2. PACKING AND TRANSPORTATION —We pack 
the plants from the pots, each with its ball of earth care¬ 
fully wrapped, in an open box with the tops exposed to 
the air, in such a manner that they may arrive at desti¬ 
nation in the best possible condition—fresh and healthy 
and not bruised and wilted. This method of packing, 
of course, necessitates sending by express, but it is the 
only safe way. T Ye guarantee their safe arrival. The 
dormant plants are packed tightly in box or bale so as to 
exclude the air, and’may be sent either bj* express or 
ordinary freight. 

By Mall.— We do not want to send plants by mail, and 
strongly advise our customers not to have their orders 
sent in that way. Disappointment is apt to ensue, as the 
plants are usually crushed and wilted on arrival and re¬ 
quire most careful treatment to resuscitate them. In 
fact our plants are rather too large to send by mail. 

3. CULTURE.— The best time to plant the large 
sized dormant hardy Hoses is in the Autumn or very 
early in the Spring before the buds begin to start. If 
planted in the Autumn and thoroughly mulched with 
coarse barnyard manure and the tops covered with a 
coat of dry leaves, these plants will give a flue crop of 
llowers the following June. 

Pot plants, whether of the hardy sorts or not, should 
never be planted in the Fall, but in the Spring after all 
danger of frost is over. We usually plant our pot plants 
about the middle of May here. The plants should be set 
out as soon as received, and kept shaded from the sun for 
a few days. Press the earth firmly about the roots of the

plants and water thoroughly. Then keep them mulched 
until all danger of dr 3 *ing out is passed. This may also 
he accomplished by stirring the ground frequently so as 
to keep ir loose and mellow. 

The soil for Roses should be made deep and rich. 
They will quickly and generously repay all care bestowed 
in this respect. 

All Roses, unless their roots have been growiug iu 
pots, should be severely cut back as soon as planted. As 
to further pruning it is difficult to lay down rules that 
will prevent all mistakes, but, in a general way it may 
be said that Roses should be pruned early in the Spring 
before the sap starts, and if a second (lowering is desired 
from the Hybrid Remontant class the plants should be 
pruned again when the June blossoming is about over. 
In pruning, the weaker growing kinds should be cut 
back severely, while those of stronger growth should 
have the tops but slightly cut and the branches well 
thinned out. Do not attempt to grow too many varieties 
at the start; fifty plants of ten sorts make a much better 
display than the same number of plants of twenty-live 
varieties. Unless our customers know by actual obser¬ 
vation exactly wliac kinds they require, we would advise 
them to leave the selection to 11 s, letting us know in a 
general way about what proportion of reds, pinks, 
whites, etc., is wanted. In that ease we feel bound to 
send the very best in our collection and will agree to 
satisfy the most fastidious taste. 

All Boses , though they may he hardy, arc benefited by a 
slight covering of leaves or evergreen branches to protect 
them from the extreme cold of whiter.

HYBRID PERPETUAL, OR HYBRID 
REMONTANT.—'This group comprises, for the most 
part, the 1loses for the multitude. They are mostlv 
hardy, vigorous, easy of culture, with the desirable 
habit of producing a second crop of flowers in the 
autumn, althoughjiotstricily perpetual bloomers. The 
flowers are of the largest si/.e, elegant form, great 

1 variety of color, and usually fragrant. They are 
deservedly popular. So one should be without some 
of them. 

HYBRID TEA.—Across between the Teas and 
Hybrid Perpeluuls ; not quite so hardy as the preceding, 
but may he grown out of doors by covering slightly in 
winter with forest leaves or some such material. Thev 
arc exceedingly beautiful; usually very profuse iii 
blooming, and very fragrant. 

HYBRID NOISETTE.—A cross obtained with the 
Hybrid Perpetuate and Noisettes. These Hoses bloom 
in clusters very profusely. The flowers are generally 
of medium size.; in color, white or nearly so. They 
require the same protection in winter as the preceding. 

SUMMER ROsES. — In this class we group those 
Hoses iexcept the Mosses) which blossom but once in 
the year. In tlie month of June. They are all very 
hardy and viyorous , and comprise some old favorites 
that cannot be dispensed with. 

31 O S S ROS E S .—Well known; extremely hardy. 
Some of them give a few flowers in the autumn, and 
are so called “Perpetual Moss." 

PRAIRIE or CLIMBING ItOSES.-Well known; 
very hardy, extremely vigorous in growth, profuse in 
flowering, and indispensable. 

TEA ROSE?*.—The Hoses of this class are distinguished 
for delicacy of form and color, and for fragrance. 
They are best adapted for growing under glass, but 
may be bedded out of doors in the summer with great 
sat isfaetion. 

NOISETTE ROSES,—These are particularly distin¬ 
guished for the habit of blooming in clusters; other¬ 
wise they have the characteristics of the Tea Posts. 
They are magnificent for growing In the greenhouse, 
as t iipy arc very vigorous. 

BOURBON ROSES*—Our collection comprises a 
few of these. They are half hardy, and,of course,must 
he protected in winter. They are continuous bloomers, 
and quite fragrant.
